“We can safely assume,” he said 
in a broadcast, “that most of the 
22 big new carriers commissioned 
since Pearl Harbor have been op-

Nazi rocket bomb nests were 
targets of the heavy bombers in 
a one-two punch.

At the northern tip of Lake‘ 
Onezhskoe (Onega),: one of the 
two new fronts opened Wednesday 
in Russia’s all-out drive to elimi- 


nate Finland from the war, So- 
viet troops plunged 10 to 15 miles 
westward in the direction of Lake 
Ostero and cleared a section of the 
Leningrad-Murmansk railway by 
capturing three important stations. 
But the most deadly fighting was 
reported to the south along the 
Svir river where, the early morn- 
ing supplement to the Russian 
communique said, one Soviet unit 
alone killed 1,450 of the enemy. 
In addition many prisoners were 
taken as the Red army broke 
down the Finns’ resistance, ex- 
panded their bridgehead to a 
depth of at least six miles on the 
north bank of the Svir, and cap- 
tured Podporozhye, a district cen- 
ter of the Leningrad region.

ADVANCED HEADQUARTERS 
AMERICAN NINTH AIR FORCE, 
SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE, June 
22.—(P)—With air supremacy at- 
tained over Normandy and the 
battleground effectively isolated, 
the Ninth Fighter Command now 
is ready to plunge into the third 
phase of its invasion plan—direct 
assault upon the enemy “in sup- 
port of ground troops. 

Major General Elwood R. Que- 

sada made this disclosure today in 
a terse review of the part the 
Ninth Air Force played in help- 
ing the Allies gain their first firm 
foothold on French soil. 
' The general told correspond- 
ents the Allied air forces were 
making it very difficult and at 
times impossible for the Germans 
to move troops and equipment 
into the battle area. 

He said the Ninth Air Force 
losses—mostly from flak—were 
slightly less than anticipated. 

Colonel R. W. McClenahan, 
Chestnut Hill, Pa., of the fighter 
command, said. the Cherbourg 
peninsula region was paralyzed 
by what probably was the greatest 
tactical air attack in the history 
of warfare. 

McClenahan said the enemy 
now was forced to move in 
strength at night, which was a 
very demoralizing factor in the 
German battle plan. 

Four major rail -lines in this 
broad battle zone have been cut 
by bombing. 

The colonel said that since the 
Allied air force began softening 
up the area behind the invasion 
beaches four months ago he had 
reason to believe that servicing 
facilities capable of repairing 
5,400 locomotives had been de- 
stroyed or asia ied damaged.

LONDON, Friday, June 23.—(/) 
The Germans threatened yester- 
day to use “new monster explo-

east on both sides of this stream.’ 


Except for these forts and the 
interlocking system of blockhouses 
and pillboxes, all guarding the 
city of Cherbourg, the German re- 
sistance on the peninsula was 
slight, with the scantiest of delay- 
ing actions being fought by re- 
treating Nazis. 

Up the east coast one American 
force pushed into Quettehou, 
seven miles from the tip of Bar- 
fleur, and stabbed seven miles 
north farther inland to cut the 
cape road at St. Pierré Eglise, nine 
miles east of Cherbourg. 

Other Americans pushed into 
the Mt. Du Roq woods three and 
one-half miles southwest of Cher- 
bourg, and reached the Cape de 
La Hague road at Beaumont- 
Hague, eight miles west of Cher- 
bourg. On both sides, advanced 
patrols were believed to have 
reached the sea. Encirclement of 
the great part and isolation of the 
smaller pockets of resistance thus 
was virtually complete. 

Supreme headquarters had no 
confirmation that Bradley had 
radioed the German commandant 
of Cherbourg a surrender ultima- 
tum which was ignored, but just 
before the great assault, Allied 
planes dropped leaflets addressed 
to three German infantry divisions 
and other units in Cherbourg, ad- 
vising them to surrender. 

“Our soldiers have been ordered 
not to fire at anyone who wishes 
to give himself up,” the message 
said. “If you cannot directly come 
over to us, hide in terrain and 
wait until we come.” 

While the inevitable Cherbourg 
denouement thus approached, the 
British ani Canadian forces on‘the 
eastern flank of the Allied beach- 
head continued to engage the Ger- 
man armor in a battle from which 
it could not extricate itself to coun- 
terattack elsewhere. 

The battlelines swayed to the 
give and take of blows, with no 
appreciable change in positions. 
Fighting was on a heavy scale 
around Hottot, southwest of Tilly- 
sur-Suelles. 

At the beachhead hinge of the 
Carentan front, the Americans re- 
ported some further progress down 
the road southwest of that town, 
while troops that had pierced with- 
in two miles of St. Lo reported in- 
creasing German resistance around 
that highway hub. 

Meanwhile, the German predic- 
ament of hesitation to hurl in stra- 
tegic reserves for fear the Allies 
would strike elsewhere was under- 
scored in a new headquarters 
broadcast to the fishermen of 
France, Belgium, Holland, Den- 
mark and Norway not to put to 
sea before June 29.

Enclosing $412, Arouses Labor 


NEW YORK, June 22.—(/)— 
From somewhere at sea, a com- 
munication signed “the crew of 
the U. S. S. Coos Bay,” a sea- 
plane tender, and offering “to help 
pay the wage.increase money- 
hungry strikers are demanding,” 
today aroused labor leaders to 
vigorous rebuttal. 

Making the point that wage de- 
mands were not involved in the 
strike to which the Coos Bay let- 
ter specifically referred, two labor 
leaders contended organized la- 
bor is doing its utmost to curb all 
stoppages and keep production 
rolling. One asserted newspaper 
publishers were creating a “deep 
feeling of antagonism between Ja- 
bor and the armed forces.” 

The Coos Bay letter was ad-

Francisco, and inclosed $412 in pa- 
per money. The letter requested 
that the Associated Press ‘act as 
our agent and buy off the present 
strikers of the Wright Ajircraft 
Corporation.” 

LETTER’S INSTRUCTIONS 


The letter, stamped “Passed by 
Naval censor,’ began “We, the 
crew of the U. S. S. Coos Bay,” 
and ended with a postscript read- 
ing “if the Wright strike is over, 
just choose another (for the dis- 
tribution of the $412). There are 
always plenty at hand.” 

It was signed “the crew of the 
U. S. S. Coos Bay” and appealed 
to workers in war plants not to 
strike. It called strikers “money 
hungry” and said “we are willing 
to help pay the wage increase 
from our meager pay ... if they 
will just continue to produce the 
implements necessary so that we 
can end this war.” 

The money inclosed consisted 
of three $100 bills, five $20 bills 
one $10 bill and one $2 bill. The 


Associated Press forwarded it to 
James V. Forrestal, secretary of 


the Navy in Washington, who read 
the crew’s letter and said “no 
comment.” : 


STRIKE ENDED JUNE 9 


The letter evidently referred 
to an unauthorized strike which 
began June 5 at the plant of the 
Wright Aeronautical Corporation 
at’ Lockland, Ohio, near Cincin- 
nati. The strike ended June 9. 
The issue was the transfer of sev- 
en Negroes into a department of 
the plant which previously had 
only white workers. Local 647 
United Automobile Workers (CIO) 
represent the workers for bargain- 
ing purposes. 

From the beginning of the walk- 
out, officials of the union urged 
the strikers to return, and vigor- 
ously condemned the work stop- 
page. Robert Spitzmiller, presi- 
dent of the local, also telegraphed 
shop stewards to instruct workers 
to go back to their posts, and ap- 
pealed to their patriotism. Pro- 
duction at the plant came to a 
full stop on June 6, D-day on the 
western front. 

Spitzmiller and R. J. Thomas, 
president of the United Automo- 
bile Workers (CIO), issued state- 
ments today after they were 
shown copies of the Coos Bay let- 
ter by the Associated Press, both 
asserting that unions are fighting 
against strikes and deploring the 
Wright stoppage.

U.S. Casualties 
Total 225,382 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—(7) 
The war on all fronts has brought 
178,677 casualties to the Army and 
46,705 to the Navy. 

The Army casualties cover a pe- 
riod through June 6; the Navy 
total is on the basis of a report 


made public today. The total of 
225,382 for both services is an in- 
crease of 8,251 over figures an- 
nounced two weeks ago. This in- 
crease includes casualties suffered 
on the first day of the invasion 
of Europe. 

Dispatches from Fifth Army 
Headquarters in Italy today said 
unofficial estimates placed Ger- 
man casualties during, the past 41 
days of the Allied offensive in 
Italy at between 80,000 and 100,- 
000 killed, wounded and captured. 

Of the U. S. Army casualties, 
31,289 are dead, 71,432 wounded, 
39,976 missing and 35,980 prison- 
ers. The campaign on the Italian 
mainland, from the landings on 
September 9 through June 15, 
brought 64,992 casualties, of whom 
11,610 are killed, 44,426 wounded 
and 8,956 missing. American air- 
men operating from Italy against 
targets there and in Nazi-held Eu- 
rope have lost, during the same 
period, 1,186 killed, 1,373 wound- 
ed and 6,493 missing—a total of 
9,052. 

The Navy figures today showed 
an increase of 932 since an an- 
nouncement two weeks ago. The 
latest Navy figures place the kill- 
ed at 20,044, wounded at 12,905, 
the missing at 9,295 and prisoners 


at 4,461.

Gain on Saipan

American forces battling their 
way northward on Saipan Island 
have made further advances, the 


Navy announced tonight. 

Our troops have continued a 
mile further along the shoreline 
of Magicienne bay to the town of 
Laulau on the northern shore. Si- 
multaneously forces have advanc- 
ed about a mile up Mount Tapot- 
chau which is approximately in 
the center of the island. 

Enemy resistance at Nafutan 
point at the southeastern tip of 
Saipan has been reduced by half, 
the Navy said. 

Continuing their attack on 
Noemfoor island, west of invaded 
Biak in Geelvink bay, Liberator 
bombers heavily hit the island last 
night ,advanced allied headquar- 
ters in New Guinea announced 
early today. 

One merchantman of a 15-ship 
convoy was sunk off Palau June 
20, the statement said. 

In other widespread attacks, 
Truk and Woleai in the Carolines, 
Kavieng and Rabat! were bombed. 
BARGES SUNK OFF BIAK 

Three heavily laden enemy 
barges, loaded with personnel] and 
supplies, were sunk off Biak by 
P-T boats. Japanese resistance 
still continues near newly cap- 
tured Sorido airdrome on Biak, in 
the Schouten islands off northern 
New Guinea. 

The Japanese news agency 
Domei said that Japanese Rear 
Admiral Yoshimesa Nakahara had 
“died heroically in the greater 
east Asia area.” 

The agency’s broadcast, record- 
ed by U. S. government monitors, 
said the admiral’s death had been 
disclosed in an announcement by 
the Yokosuka naval station, re- 
porting deaths in action of an un- 
disclosed number of men.” 
BRITISH GAIN IN INDIA 

Lack of artillery and inferior 
ammunition hampered Nipponese 
in eastern India. Sixty per cent 
of their artillery shells were said 
to be duds. British troops smash- 
ed south another 10 miles from 
Kohima and predicted they would 
reopen the long blocked highway 
to Imphal in a few days. 

Trapped Japanese in their north 
Burma base at Myitkyina tried to 
escape by rafts on the Irawaddy 
river as Chinese tunneled into the 
Nipponese positions. Another vil- 
lage a- mile from half-encircled 
Mogaung was captured. 

Japanese troops still swept 
southward from Changsha in cen- 
tral China. The right flank ad- 
vancing down the Hankow-Canton 
railway captured another town 
while the main force was only 33 
miles from Hengyang, rail junc- 
tion. ; 

Farther north in the see-saw 
fighting in Honan province, both 
the Chinese and Japanese cap- 
tured villages.

Thus was the Sino-Japanese 
phase of world conflict summariz- 
ed by Dr. W. Y. Cheng, bishop of 
the Chungking area of the Method- 
ist church, in an address here last 
night before the Methodist Con- 
ference at Wesley Memorial 
church. 

On the same program with the 
bishop was Mrs. J. D. Bragg, of 
St. Louis, president of the Wom- 
en’s Division of Christian Service 
of the Board of Missions and 
Church Extension. 

Dr. Chen told his audience that 
China now faces the future as a 
new nation with a new leadership, 
a new idealism, a new spirit and 
a new world outlook, 

“Never has there been a- larger 
Christian force in the central Chi- 
nese government than at present. 
Sixteen of 24 important offices in 
the government are held by Chris- 
tians. More than half of the Chi- 
nese leaders in the ‘Who’s Who of 
China’ are either Christians or 
graduates of Christian schools. 
And of the quarter million Chris- 
tian school graduates in China, 
most of them are leaders in vari- 
ous walks of life. 
CHRISTIANITY VS. SHINTOISM 

“It is true that the overall 
Christian community in China is 
émall—only one per cent of the 
total population. The influence of 
this community, however, is far 
out of proportion to its numerical 
strength. That is why I do con- 
fidently say that the war between 
China and Ja. -n is really a war 
between Christian idealism and 
Japanese Shintoism, a conflict be- 
tween democracy and imperialism, 
a struggle between might and 
right. 

“China is new because China 
belongs to the common people; no 
longer does she belong to the em- 
peror or to the war lords. The 
common people are the mainstay 
of democracy in China—for it is 
these people, in time of danger, 
who are able to laugh and joke, 
despite all the horrors of war vis- 
ited upon them during the past 
seven years. 

YOUNG IN SPIRIT 

“China is young, too, because of 
the spirit of her youth. Theirs is 
not the haughty, selfish spirit of 
German youth, for example, but a 
spirit which says, ‘I come to serve; 
not to be served.’ 

“The Chinese people are also 
aware that they are fighting to- 
gether with the United Nations 
and, in this realization, they have 
a new world outlook. They know 
that Kipling’s famous assertion is 
now obsolete and that the east 
and the west have met.” 

Mrs. Bragg’s address outlined 
with emphasis the channels of 
service which are open to the 
women of the world, in general, 
and of the Methodist church, in 
particular. 


EIEIO, SAPO ARI 
Germans Issue 
Finn Warning 


| STOCKHOLM, June 22.—(#)—- 


|The German minister in Helsinki 
was reported today to be bringing 
pressure upon Finland to remain 
in the war against Russia, stating 
that German troops would refuse 
to leave Finnish territory in event 
of a Russian-Finnish peace. 


This report was carried by the 
Swedish newspaper Aftonbladet. 
(Aftonbladet is described by the 
political handbook of the world as 
nonpartisan, with Nazi _ tenden- 
cies.) The newspaper also said 
Moscow had offered to end the 
war against Finland if Helsinki 
would accept the 1940 border and 
grant concessions to aid in a con- 
tinuing Russian campaign against 
the seven German army divisions 
in Finland, but the official Swed- 
ish news agency later denied the 
peace story, asserting that ‘no 
peace conditions have reached 
Finland” and adding that the story 
was “pure fabrication.” 

Aftonbladet in its early editions 
quoted “most reliable sources” as 
the authority for its story and in 
later editions credited the report 
to “information the New York 
Times Stockholm correspondent 
has learned.” 

The reported concessions re- 
quested of Helsinki were the right 
for the Red army to pass through 
any part of Finland to fight the 
Germans there, and the right to 
operate from air bases in western 
Finland and to have bases on the 
Ahvenanmaa (‘Aland) islands be- 
tween Finland and Sweden to 
strike at German lines of commu- 
nications with the Nazi forces in 
northern Finland. 

These three concessions would 
be temporary, in effect only long 
enough for the Russians to expel 
the Germans from Finland, said 
the report. 

The Russian terms, said Afton- 
bladet. have been “brought to the 
attention of the Finnish govern- 
ment,” along with an additional 
proposal that Finland in the fu- 
ture ally herself closely with Mos- 
cow and break her “Scandinavian 
orientation.”

Editor, Constitution: As one 
southerner to everyone who reads 
books, I should like to speak my 
praise for Lillian Smith’s best 
seller, “Strange Fruit.” Once 
again a Georgia writer, and as 
shown from this book, a very good 
one, has made a real contribution 
to American literature. In my 
opinion, “Strange Fruit” is one of 
the most. outstanding works of 
fiction to come out of the south 
or any other part of the country 
in recent years. I think it is 
destined to live and be remember- 
ed a long time.

China Remembers 
More Than Pearl Harbor 


Until I met and talked with Dr. W. Y. Chen 
I had more or less nursed the idea that our side 
should be the one allowed to march into Japan 
and administer the final blow. 

W. Y. Chen changed my mind. 

As much as I know this nation wants to repay, in full, the de- 
feat at Pearl Harbor, I now think the Chinese should be allowed 
the first swing. Maybe the second. 

Who is W. Y. Chen? 

That’s a fair question. I was wondering about him myself an 
afternoon ago. We were waiting for him, the train being late. ‘ 

All I knew was that he was the bishop of the Methodist church 
in China; that he was, as we would say it, Madame and Chiang 
Kai-shek’s preacher and good friend; that he was close adviser to 
the Generalissimo. 

He came in with a quick, inquiring smile. Immediately we 
liked him. All the small group waiting on him smiled with him. 


One of the great troubles with international relations is that 
we do not know one another. In fact, that also is true of our 
domestic relations problem. I know as chairman of a campaign 
for the Council of Christians and Jews I saw reports on how many 
thousands and thousands of soldiers had never even seen a Catholic 
priest or a Jewish rabbi. They had some rather fantastic ideas 
about them, which were dispelled by seeing a preacher, a priest and 
a rabbi speak from the same platform. That one visual example 
of unity, not of religious beliefs or concepts, but of purpose, will be 
worth a great deal. 

Not many persons have seen a Chinese man or woman. To most 
persons the word Chinese brings to mind the picture of the hard- 
working, seldom-seen Chinese laundryman. To others it means a 
picture of the starving Chinese as seen in Sunday school relief 
pamphlets or refugee newsreels. 


THE BISHOP Bishop Chen has none of the portliness one nor- 
mally associates with a Methodist bishop. (I 
suspect there are not so many fried chicken dinners in China.) 


He was of medium height, clad in a blue suit and black shoes. 
Well educated, widely traveled, acquainted with the great and the 
near-great, fluent in several languages, he represented the leader- 
ship of China, 

Do not confuse him with the sweating, never-resting, patient 
Chinese laundryman in your home town. Do not think of China as 
the China of the newsreels, starving, dying. China is all of that— 
but China is something more. Much more. 

That great mass of people, a fourth of all the people in the 
world, is learning to read. It has opened its eyes, has that mass 
of people. 

China is inching toward democracy and a position as a great 
world power. When she will cease to inch toward democracy and 
step swiftly toward it, none can say. 

But she moves. And leading her are educated, able men and 
women. Think of them when you think of China. 

“I know how America feels about Japan,”

he said. “But it would be better to let 


us go. Let us send you 5,000 young men to be trained as specialists 
in military affairs. Send us 5,000 of your own. Then you will 
not have to send armies. We have the men. We have had 50,000,- 
000 to 60,000,000 men killed and wounded. We have many thou- 
sands blinded by poison gas. For more than five years we have 
been blockaded, open to the outside world only by airplane. We 
have 70,000,000 refugees, homeless. We have very bad inflation. 
We have had thousands of our women and children abused, whole 
villages abused and killed. 

“But still, we have the manpower. Let us train them. Let us 
arm them with the best. We have shown what we can do when 
trained as soldiers. General Stilwell knows. You can keep your 
young men elsewhere. Send your fleet with England’s. Send the 
B-29’s and the Air Force. But let us march into Japan.” 


I was wondering if revenge was what burned in his mind. He 
spoke, as if reading my thoughts: 

“I am not saying so out of a spirit of revenge. We have suf- 
fered much and .will suffer much more. If Japan takes China, 
we will keep on. Our people know. 

“But China should go in first. If she conquers Japan with her 
infantry, that will decide the course of centuries ahead. If the 
Americans or the English go in, we shall see Japan patiently re- 
build, patiently and shrewdly begin over again the propaganda of 
‘Asia for the Asiatics.’ 

“Today it is not a war of races. It is a war of beliefs and ideals. 
If China cannot stand up in Asia as the victor, Japan will know 
she is not defeated even though the English and Americans crowd 
her cities. She is patient.” 

It was an argument I could understand. We want some revenge, 
We will get it. China, in wanting to march into Japan, will have 
a revenge and will set at the tides of history toward a better 
uture. 

I would like to look ahead to the future, feeling that China is 
always to be on our side. And she will if all of us do not fail 
utterly in planning for the future. 

Meanwhile, I wish more Americans could know more Chinese 
like Bishop Chen.

Japan To Get Lesson 
Needed for 40 Years 


It is 40 years since the Russo-Japanese war. 

If you know your history, you know that Japan 

won a comparatively easy victory over the Russia 

of the czars. Imperial Russia was always more 

or less a pushover. Not because the Russian people were any less 

brave or good fighters than they are today. But because then offi- 

cial Russia was so riddled with graft-hungry traitors that only a 

small proportion of the money supposed to buy guns and ships and 

all the equipment needed by fighting men actually went into such 

things. The poor Russian armies and fleets lacked ’most everything 
while the government officials and contractors got rich. 

One of the most dramatic, long-drawn stories of war was the 
story of the voyage of the Russian fleet, under Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky, all around the world from the Baltic sea to the Pa- 
— ocean. They sailed to meet the fleet of Japan under Admiral 

ogo. 

Day by day the newspapers followed that fateful voyage. Part 
of the Russian ships went around Africa and part went through the 
Suez Canal. They rejoined at Madagascar. Then, for many days, 
they dodged in and out of various ports. 

They finally united with another Russian squadron. 

The Japanese already had taken the great Russian bastion of 
Port Arthur, so that harbor was‘ closed to them. So Rojesvensjy 
steamed northward, headed for Vladivostok. 


STRAITS OF TSUSHIMA Togo figured, correctly, the Rus- 
sian ships would try to go through 


the Straits of Tsushima. He concentrated all his strength there 
and waited. 

The Russians came. The Russians opened fire first, at long 
range, but Togo ordered the Jap gunners not to fire until the enemy 
ships were less than 6,000 meters distant. 

Quickly most of the Russian ships were sunk or disabled. As 
soon as darkness came Japanese destroyers and torpedo boats 
swarmed in to drive in the finishing blows. Five Russian vessels 
tried to escape to the north but were intercepted, and the rear 
admiral in command surrendered. Vice Admiral Rojesvensky was 
severely wounded and was made a prisoner of war. There were 38 
vessels in the Russians fleets before the battle began. Twenty of 
these were sunk and five captured. Only four cruisers and a few 
destroyers and transports managed to escape. All the Japanese 
lost were three small torpedo boats. 

That sea battle ended the war, with Japan the victor and Russia 
beaten and humiliated. The peace treaty was signed in the United 
States, at a conference between victors and vanquished held here 
at the invitation of President Theodore Roosevelt. 

It was the Treaty of Portsmouth. 


TOO EASY _ The world didn’t know it until later, but the Rus- 
sian fleet was doomed long before the battle began. 

The ships were poor and in bad condition. They were leaky 
tubs, so unfit for such a long voyage and such a fight that the 
Russian people themselves in whispers dubbed them the “galoshes.” 

Furthermore, in those days there was no method of keeping a 
vessel’s hull clean at sea and the Russian ships, on their long 
voyage, gathered such a coating of barnacles their speed was badly 
reduced. 

And so the Japs won. Basically due to the same cause, they 
won, too, on land, at Port Arthur, Mukden, Liaoyang. 

And it was, really, an easy victory. Too easy. For it gave the 
Japanese a bad case of national swollen ego. From that time on, 
fhe Japs considered themselves invincible in war. They dreamed 
—— of conquering the world and actually believed they could 

oO it. 

Today another great naval battle looms, or has been joined, 
in the Pacific. But this time it is not an easy foe the Japs face. 
It is the mighty naval and air forces of the United States. There 
will be a different kind of ending for this battle. 

There must be. We have got to whip the Japs so decisively 
even the Tokyo radio will know their fate is sealed. 

It is too bad the Japs defeated Russia so easily 40 years ago. 

If they had had a tougher time they wouldn’t have been so 
cocky and, perhaps, they would not have dared their war on China, 
let alone the attack of Pearl Harbor. 

They've been strutting for 40 years. We've got to teach them 
such a lesson they will step humbly and quietly for the next 400 
years. 

And we can,

NEW YORK—Resourceful devil 
that I am, and roguish, too, I have 
worked out a system of telegrams 
in code which should satisfy the 
desires of most of us to salute the 
new baby born to the little girl 
next door who is now down in, 
let us say, New Mexico, and living 
in a hutch to be near her soldier 
husband, or to remember Uncle 
Otto’s birthday, or congratulate 
Eddie and Jane on their first or 
any ensuing wedding anniversary. 
My code is good for wedding mes- 
sages, too, and for graduations, 
Valentine’s day, Christmas and all 
other such sentimental occasions, 
not forgetting the day when some 
little boy or girl finally gets kicked 
up into grade 3-B to make room 
for those behind. 

Far be it from me to interfere 
with the successful prosecution of 
the war which is the purpose of 
the verboten on telegrams of felici- 
tation and congratulation, but if 
I can combine the effect of such 
messages with the sort of text that 
has been approved as helpful and 
unifying I will have served two 
purposes and earned, I should 
think, at least a lower-case ‘“e” 
from the War Communications 
Board. 


Canned Messages 


You may remember that the 
Western Union used to have a 
series of canned messages for prac- 
tically all standard situations 
which were numbered, 763, 1389, 
806 and so forth, a system which 
saved a great deal of transmission 
and expressed the sentiments of 
the senders with just the right 
degree of warmth, Fahrenheit, and 
with a lavishness of words that 
made one seem extravagantly in- 
different to the standard, 10-word 
tradition. If you filed a message 
in Bridgeport to a couple in Wheel- 
ing who had just had a child born 
and wished to say “We are happy 
in your happiness and send love 
and best wishes to both of you 
and the baby,” you picked out No. 
806 and the girl punched out the 
address, the number and the sig- 
nature to the last relay point this 
side of Wheeling. This operator 
then put the text of 806 on the 
actual wire and so it arrived in 
Wheeling, all spelled out. Or, if 
you wanted to send kiddiegram 
congratulations for an unaccount- 
able but gratifying spell of good 
behavior, you selected No. 1389 
which read “I’d like to kiss you 
if I could because you’ve been 
so very good,” and the same 
process followed. 

And still some people think the 
Russians have a better system than 
ours. 

But I am keeping you in sus- 
pense. 


An Improvement 


Well, as you may know, I spend 
a good deal of my time improving 
that which I have the inimitable 
drollery to call my mind, by read- 
ing the publications of the Na- 
tional Maritime Union and several 
other highly patriotic, win-the-war 
organizations, and I have discover- 
ed that these people are forever 
sending thousands of telegrams to 
their senators and congressmen, to 
Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Wallace and Admiral Land, of the 
Maritime Commission, and the 
War Labor and Labor Relations 
Boards, all demanding action on 
certain propositions dear to their 
interests and helpful to the prose- 
cution of the war on Nazi aggres- 
sion.

The standard NMU message de- 
manding a food subsidy will mean, 
in my code, “Congratulations as 
you start on the marital highway, 
may its every mile be smooth”; 
and the one to confer on alien 
sailors, including continental Com- 
munists, all the “rights, benefits 
and privileges of the American 
armed forces,” including full citi- 
zenship, veterans’ pensions and job 
preferment over native Americans 
in their own country, would come 
out as “congratulations on your 
wedding anniversary, may many 
years to come be as happy as those 
that have passed.” 

I mean they wouldn’t really 
come out that way. But you would 
have a code-book and if you got 
the Marcantonio telegram you 
could look it up and see what it 
really means. 

I have never liked the gnide, un- 
patriotic, war-impending #ricks of 
people who indorse “mergers” 
when young American soldiers 
marry young American girls and 
wire their approval of “dividends” 
when they have babies. They are 
vulgar, they are sly and they im- 
pede the ready transmission of 
those thousands of telegrams 
which really are “essential to the 
prosecution of the war.”

Dewey May Find 
Bricker No Setup 


WASHINGTON.—tTrained political observers 
profess to see a certain sign of weakness in the 
e last-minute change in tactics of the managers of 

Governor Thomas E. Dewey. 

Heretofore the chief line of strategy followed by the 
managers has been to deny that their man was a candidate. 
much the popular New York Governor has benefitted by 

rogram it is difficult to say, but there are known cases w 
~ lost the delegates of individual states by his coy refusal to 
acknowledge his candidacy. 

Now, just a few days before the Republican national convention 
is scheduled to meet, his managers, headed by J. Russell Sprague, 
national committeeman from New York, have formally acknow!l- 
edged that he is available for the nomination. Thus Mr. Dewe 
has finally come into the open as a willing contender, a status whi 
has been assumed for him from the start. 

The reasons for this belated change in Dewey strategy is a sub- 
ject of interesting speculation in Washington. Best answer is that 
the growing trend in favor of Governor John W. Bricker, of Ohio, 
particularly noticeable in recent weeks, served to force the hand 


of Dewey managers. 


If sentiment among Republican members of congress 
SLIPPING may be accepted as a guide, the Dewey candidacy 
has been slipping rather badly of late. Party leaders have been 
expressing some misgivings, privately of course, about the desir- 
ability of nominating for the presidency in times like these some 
one of Governor Dewey’s tender years (he is 42) and limited execu- 
tive experience. 

The nearer the New York Governor approached the nomination 
the more talk of this kind became evident. During recent weeks 
it seems to have reached a higher peak, and many Republicans are 
known,to have expressed doubts about the wisdom of the party 
nominating Mr. Dewey. 

Naturally enough, Governor Bricker, who a short while back 
had been all but counted out of the running, became the beneficiary 
of such talk. The Bricker managers have had reasons to be more 
hopeful than ever, feeling that there was a genuine chance to stop 
Dewey. 

It was to stop any last-minute trafficking in delegates that the 
Dewey announcement was made. So long as the New York Gov- 
ernor continued to play the coy game and pretend that he was not 
a candidate, the way was open for Bricker managers to berter or 
deal with Dewey-inclined delegates. The door to that sort of thing 
is now partially closed at least. 

Whether it is too late to stop Dewey remains to be seen. Most 
observers are inclined to think his nomination is in the bag. Giving 
him credit for the number of delegates conceded to him by the 
opposition, he still seems to be only some 150 short of a convention 
majority. Dewey managers, on the other hand, claim that he has 
rode received commitments totaling some 200 more than a 
majority. 

Despite the favorable Dewey outlook, however, this much can 
be said. There is enough quiet undercover opposition to his can- 
didacy to defeat him for the nomination, if all the forces within the 
party unfriendly to his cause unite in common action. 


DISFAVOR For the most part, Old Guard elements in the party 

—the group that was responsible for the defeat of 
Wendell L. Willkie—have never looked with favor on Dewey. They 
had enough dealings with him in the 1940 campaign to catalogue 
him as an arrogant young upstart, to quote some of their own 
phrases, and they have never regarded him as having the qualifi- 
cations which should mark their type of a candidate. 

Fortunately for Mr. Dewey, these elements seized upon him as 
the best-suited candidate to defeat Mr. Willkie at a time when it 
looked as though Willkie would be the man they would have to 
beat for the nomination. And, having cast their initial lot with 
Dewey, it was hard for them to throw him overboard. 

Now that Willkie is out of the way, they have been looking 
around for ways and means to head off Dewey. 

Dewey’s chances may depend entirely on his first-ballot show- 
ing. Some observers are inclined to believe that if he does not 
get the nomination on the first ballot he will not get it at all. 
‘That is what happened to his candidacy at the Philadelphia con- 
vention four years ago, when he started out as the favorite. On 
every subsequent ballot he lost strength. . 

The Bricker people, encouraged by the drift away from Dewey 
of late, will be in the cenvention fighting from the start. What 
makes the fight all the more interesting is that no love is inst 
between the two camps. Some real feeling has apparently developed 
between the two candidates. 

It might be that next week’s national convention will prove to 
be no setup at all. Much depends on the jockeying that goes on 
| in the meantime, Im any event, it will be well worth watching.

Today I met Pope Pius XII at 
his historic press conference. I ar- 
rived at the Vatican about 6:30

climbed nine flights of pure mar- 
ble stairways past orange-and- 
black-costumed guards beturbaned 
and armed with sixteenth century 
pikes, and arrived in the long red 
satin-walled room. Correspondents 
and photographers were lined 
around the entire room. The ceil- 
ing was a complete mass of gold 
and mufti-colored design centered 
with the papal crest of crossed 
keys and three-tiered crown, The 
photographers were briskly pacing 
off the distance from the red dais 
at one end of the room with a 
rich papal chair behind it. 
There was a quick clapping of 
hands by a harried monsignor. The 
room was bushed, and then His 
Holiness appeared with a very 
quick glanee at the crowd (200, 
I suppose) and had a brief confer- 
ence in high Latin with some 
church officials. He was all in 
white, with a little creamy white 
skull cap. He at once began to 
speak in rather good English, 
though definitely accented, saying 


that spite and hate must not live, 
that war may be pardoned or

necessary only to achieve peace. 
He gave thanks to God for the 
sparing of Rome and prayed for 
peace, 

But the greatest single impres- 
sion I received was the horror I 
had at the photographers—jump- 
ing, squatting, almost lying on the 
polished floors, flashing in the 
Pope’s face. It was a terrible dem- 
onstration of our press at its worst 
—and best—getting the news. 

The Pope twice gestured them 
aside, though continuing bravely 
to speak his message without 
notes, not shaken at all by the 
storm of tungsten lighting. I felt 
myself growing tense with shame 
——though I later realized it was 
inevitable with no planning be- 
forehand. 

Then the Pope went slowly 
around the entire long room, with 
the evening sun streaming through 
the windows, meeting each person 
and stopping for a word. He asked 
each if he were American or Eng- 
lish and then handed each Ameri- 
can and Englishman a small card 
and a memorial rosary. To those 


who were not English or American 


he spoke a few moments, since his 
speech had not been in their ton- 
gues. I’m sending my card and 
rosary with this letter. 

Then we went down the marble 
stairs and out into the great San 
Pietro square with its fountains 
spouting 40 feet high—and-back to 
the dirty urchins demanding “cig- 
aretta,” and traffic jams, and M-4 
tanks roaring past St. Peter’s at 
30 m.p.h. toward the front.

It is natural for you to feel that, 
and nobody is blaming you. But 
I thought maybe in this column 
I could heip your understanding 
of things if we sort of charted 
this European campaign. This is 
no attempt to predict—it is just 
an effort to clarify. 


FOUR YEARS 


On the German side in western 

Europe we face an opponent who 
has been building his defenses and 
his forces for four years. A great 
army of men was here waiting for 
us, well prepared and well equip- 
ped. : 
On the English side of the chan- 
nel we and the British spent more 
than two years building up to 
equality in men and arms with 
this opponent. Finally we reached 
that equality, and I am sure con- 
siderably more than equality, 

Then—one June 6—came the 
invasion we had waited for so 
long. The big show has begun. 
So let’s divide the remainder of 
this tampaign into phases. 


IN OUR FAVOR 

Phase No. 1 was the highly vital 
task of getting ashore at all. That 
phase could not last long. We 
either had to break a hole in the 
beach defenses and have our men 


a few hours, or the jig was up. 
Phase No. 1 came out all in our 
favor, 

We planned phase No. 2 so that 
we could throw in our first fol- 
low-up waves without casualties 
or delay. That also was a phase 
we didn’t dare to dilly-dally about. |' 
The beaches were fairly clear of 
shellfire within two days. 

Phase No. 3 is what we are in 
right now. And that is to build a! 
wall of troops around the outer! 
rim of our beachhead that will 
hold off any German _ counter- 
attacks. 

The whole split-second question 
of the first few days was whether 
we could get troops and supplies 
through our little needle’s-eye of 
a beachhead faster than the Ger- 
mans could bring theirs from all 
over Europe. 

As this is written no important 
counterattack, has developed. The 
Germans are having plenty of 
trouble moving their stuff up, be- 
cause of our savage air activity. 
Every day that passes adds to our 
forces and gives us greater se- 
curity. 

If we can hold that outer line 
against all attack for a short while 
yet, then we will have won phase 
No. 3. And right now it certainly 
seems that we are winning it. 


PRELIMINARIES 


‘Phases 1, 2 and 3 were all pre- 

liminary ones. It took three of| 
them merely to get us a place in| 
Europe from which to begin. The 
three of them merely give us the 
corner lot on which we are going) 
to build our house. 
_ Phase No. 4 is the house-build- 
ing phase. This is the phase you 
folks at honte have been working 
so hard to make possible. 

In England and America we've 
got the en and machines and 
supplies and munitions to over: 
balance the great stockpile Ger- 
many has built up in western Eu- 
rope. But we’ve got to get it over 
here into France before we go on. 

You may have imagined that we 
would hit the beach and go right 
on, advancing 30 miles a day till 
we reached the German border. 
We could no more do that than a 
baby, after taking its first step, 
could run a 100-yard dash. You 
have to wait until your strength 
is built up before you can run. 

That is Phase No. 4. It will go 
on for some time yet. Don’t be 
Impatient. The wall in front of 
us will hold while we gradually 
pile this beachhead to the satura- 
tion point with extra men, guns, 
trucksy food, ammunition, gasoline, 
telephone wire, repair shops, hos- 
pitals, airfields, and thousands of! 
other items—pack it until we have’ 
more than the Germans have, and | 
with lots of reserves in addition. 
MONTHS YET 

Then and not until then will 
Phase No. 5 start. Phase No. 5 is 
the real war—big-scale war. How 
long we will have to wait between 
now and the beginning of Phase 
No, 5 I don’t know. But my guess 
is that it will take months rather 
than weeks. 

Naturally there will be fighting 
during that time. The Germans 
will try to crush us back onto the 
beaches. We at the same time wil] 
try to extend our holdings enough 
to protect our accumulating men 
and supplies. 

But Phase No. 5 will be the final 
one. How long it will last I also 
don’t know—and in that ignorance 
I have a great deal of company. 
I-doubt if anyone in the worid 
knows. All we do know is that 
things look good, and that it will 
definitely end in our favor. 

So don’t be impatient if we seem 
to go slowly for a while. You can’t 
lay the foundation of a house in 
the forenoon and move into the 
house that evening. We are just 
now laying the foundation of our 
house of war in Europe. It will 
take a while build the walls' 
and get the roof on. And then |

Americans, Australians Learn 
A Great Deal From Each Other 


Now that those who talk have 


settled the war, they have turned 


their attention to a very big question indeed: future American rela- 


tions with her Allies. 


With Australia, America has much in common, 


and each country could give the other a great deal—but let us see 


whether the soil is ready. 

The problem turns back to the 
time of the American Revolution, 
to a distant Fourth of July when 
America won her independence 
and ceased to be just another 
British colony. From then she 
struggled alone, developed a stur- 
dy and individual independence, 
and rapidly shot up into a defi- 
nitely adult nation, definitely 
American, but owing its entire 
spirit to those very British an- 
cestors whom were scorned. The 
British background has been gent- 
ly decorated by the helpful addi- 
tions of conglomerate alien immi- 
gration. So you are proud of your 
Americanism—you are proud of 
your strong spirit, and rightly, for 
its scant three centuries. 


So now back to the country 
“Down Under”. Just over a cen- 
tury ago James Cook decided that 
his exciting examination of the 
east coast warranted seizing the 
land in the king’s name. In those 
hundred years the country, also 
owing to British ancestry, has re- 
mained a child, without a sign of 
theg rowing pains. of adolescence. 
This is a country of primary pro- 
duction, a fertile land which has 
sent a fortune in raw goods to the 
manufacturers in England, a pleas- 
ant, guileless land where the peo- 


| ple were happy to make a suffi- 


cient living by what they pro- 
duced, and who provided an ex- 
cellent market for the manufac- 
tures of Great Britain.

home comfort. Suddenly, then, 
the Americans were upon us— 
keen, quick, eager to show us how, 
We are famed for an inventive- 
ness and makeshift, we easily 
caught the ideas brought to us. 
With some, it was resentfully hop- 
ing the war would be over and we 
would be left alone in our former 
peace, but this could never be now 
we've seen HOW. Others 
keen to start in right now. 


HAMBURGERS AND CAKES 


We didn’t know what a ham- 
burger was. Then the Americans 
demanded them, showed the cafes 
how to make them, and now they 
are fairly easy to find. Coca-Cola 
had a start, but failed through 
lack of ingredients. Milk shakes, 
I assure you, were once just what 
it says—now they have become 
thick with ice cream, just as 
yours. All these are foods, but 
isn’t that the very plalcle improve 
ment starts, with the most urgent 
matters first? 

Some lasting effects, some last- 
ing ties, are already to be seen. 
In Sydney, our largest city, Amer- 


ican servicement have already in- 


vested and started ventures, em- 
ploying local management and 
aid.. There are flower shops, can- 
dy bars, shoe-shine places—never 


seen before, Clothes, hair styles, 


the evening’s amusement—these 
are as the visitors dictate. Wheth- 
er it will remain is up to us both 
——we have no money, you can in- 
vest it: we have raw goods and 
markets, and possibilities, you 
have the will to develop. You will 
make money in a venture, so will 
we in performing. In the amuse- 
ment world, a drive-in theater, a 
sea food restaurant, a night club 
or a hamburger bar would receive 
an eager patronage. I might add, 
though, that you will be soon eat- 
meat pies here sold for a 
nickel on street stalls at dead of 
night, just as your boys have 
Caught on to the idea over there! 

Servicemen over there like the 
country, the people; the natural- 
ness with no attempt at shrewdness 
or at taking you in. They have to 
return to America after the war, 
to be demobilized. Many swear 
they will be back, but that re- 
mains to be seen, because home 
ties over there will, I think, pull 
hard. Some with no homes may 
marry there and return to the 


girl’s home instead of bringing her 


over. Bonds between the coun- 


tries will certainly be strength- 
ened by the presence of Aussie 
girls coming over to your country. 
I want to go home, but I know it 
will be just a visit. 
WORKS BOTH WAYS 

I think, too, that we have given 
you folk something. The boys will 
tell you that we haven’t much, but 
the little is good. Our leather, our 
wool, our silver, our timber—rall 
is the very best obtainable. Then, 
too, our prices are much lower 
than yours.’ I have a_ knitted 
woolen suit for which I paid three 
pounds (about nine dollars), and 
it has been valued here as at least 
thirty dollars. It is pure wool, too. 


Against future development of 
Australia by any nation outside 
the British commonwealth, there 
are the rigid rules set by our gov- 
ernment concerning immigration, 
moneygand erection of amusement 
places.

And yet major 


league clubs will haggle over much smaller amounts in the pur- 
chase of material already developed by minor organizations. 
The Red Sox paid Dick Callahan, a New Orleans high school 
boy, a $15,000 bénus recently. The Tigers put out more than $50,000 
to sign Dick Wakefield, a Michigan College player. . 
The latter benus was what started some action among 
major and minor league organizations. 
Independent operators can’t meet such competition or

Against that score, 58's losses 
were 25 planes and 18 aircraft per- 
sonnel. No ships were damaged. 

All these and other actions were 
carried out with the hope of lur- 
ing the Japanese fleet from its hid- 
ing places for a showdown fight, 
the Navy said. But not until Mon- 
day did the Japanese make an ap- 
pearance. 

Then, in the battle of the east- 
ern Philippines, 58 hit hard. It 
knocked down 353 Japanese air- 
craft, with a loss of only 21 of its 
own. Superficial damage was suf- 
fered by two of the carriers and 
one battleship when the Japanese 
attacked Sunday.

Neglect of Child’s Education 
May Cause Physical Defect 


By Dr. William Brady. 


With all the principles we tell 
the world we have in regard to 
education, it is startling to learn 
that a large number of young men 
are unfit for military service by 
reason of illiteracy. How do they 
get that way? 


Neglect of education is respon- 
sible for a considerable part of 
the physical deficiency in youths 
and young men who are unfit to 
fight. By this I mean to say that 
if these boys had received a fair 
deal in grade school and high 
school and college, they would be 
better men, better qualified to be 
of real service to the country, in- 
stead of being a burden and han- 
dicap in time of peril. 

For there’s no getting. around 
the shameful fact that a consid- 
erable part of the: time, effort and 
huge cost of preparing youths for 
active service is expended in the 
attempt to give them a kind of 
hasty cram course in the depart- 
ment of physical education to 
make up for the consistent neg- 
lect of that part of the youth’s 
schooling. In view of the wretch- 
ed material the military authori- 
ties have to work with, they do 
a fine job of it in training camp. 

The education of women that I 
oppose is the kind most girls get 
in common school, high school and 
college, the kind that purports to 
improve the mind regardless of 
the state of the body. 

For many years Dr. Clelia Duel 
Mosher was medical adviser to 
women in Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity. She pretty well proved 
the periodic “illness” which dis- 
ables sO many poor educated 
young women for a day or two 
in each month is remedied or 
corrected in most instances, so 
far as “illness” or disability is 
concerned, by reasonable physical 
education. Dr. Mosher found that 
dysmenorrhea 
ation) was cured in a large num- 
ber of cases by simple belly 
breathing exercises—as described 


in pamphlet “Hygiene for Girls|

The Atlanta Red Cross Canteen 
Corps has scored another first! 


Ever since it went into action with 
food and clothing for the soldiers 
guarding strategic bridges and 
roads at Pearl Harbor time, Atlan- 
ta canteeners have been constant- 
ly backing morale. with’ service. 
This time, out at Fort McPher- 
son, they haye opened the very 
first Red Cross Canteer in an 
Army Reception Center in the 
Southeastern Area, which com- 
prises the same territory as that 
of the Fourth Service Command. 
The new canteen is designed to 
offer refreshments and a word of 
good cheer to the men arriving at 
the Reception Center for induca- 
tion into the Army. The boys have 
often spent many hours on crowd- 
ed, hot transportation facilities be- 
fore they arrive here and the re- 
ceipt of a sandwich, a cup of cof- 
fee, and a word of welcome from 
a pretty girl goes a long way to 
boost their morale when going 
through the initial transition from 
Clarence 
Miller, Red Cross field director, 


his assistant, Lawrence Spitzer, 
and Colonel William F. Catron, 
commanding officer of the recep- 


tion Center, are anxious that the 
new men arriving for induction 
are shown every consideration, 
and that ig why the workers in 
the Red Cross Canteen are so val- 
uable in this respect.

Jap-Buster Admiral Miutscher 
Held i in High Esteem by Men 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—(/) 
A shy little man known for his 
quietness and retiring nature— 
socially—is one of the hardest 
hitting foes of the Japanese. 

He is 57-year-old Vice Admiral 
Marc A. Mitscher, who command- 
ed the carrier task force with the 
Fifth Fleet, which administered 
the recent resounding blow to the 
Japanese Navy east of the Philip- 
pines. 

Mitscher is a real flying admiral 
—has been an aviator almost since 
men first took to the air in planes.

Aroused by a recent supreme 
court decision applying the Sher- 
man antitrust ac; to the $37,000,- 
000,000 insurancs business, the 
house voted, 283’ to 54, today to 
exempt the business specifically 
from the act. ; 

Overwhelmingl§, members ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the 
high court’s 4-3 d¢cision to the ef- 
fect that insuranye firms are in- 
terstate commercé and thus sub- 
ject to the Sherman law. The 
court decision had overturned 

precedents exterding back over 
the past 75 years: 

Insurance controls have been in 
the hands of the: states, and the 
resolution passed* today declares 
that nothing in te antitrust laws 
shall be construed to apply to the 
business “or in any way to im- 
pair the regulation of that busi- 
ness by the several states.” 

The Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee decided today, however, to 
hold off action until after the 
summer recess, and the proposal 
will be on the shelf in the mean- 
time. 

Backers of the bill, including 
. Representative Walter, Democrat, 
Pennsylvania; Representative Jen- 
nings, Republican Tennessee, and 
Representative : Floeser, Republi- 
can, Missouri, ra:sed these points 
in a three-hour débate:

As I write this dispatch, Long 
Toms and 105-millimeter guns are 
blazing and the doughboys are 
blasting at the enemy’s Cherbourg 
defenses with bullets and explo- 
sives. 

Death and destruction are ram- 
pant in the arc of defenses the 
Germans are manning. 

The attack climaxes the spec: 
tacular doughboy drive which 
opened eight days ago and has 
swept to the gates of this city. 
This was the historic march by 
infantry and supporting branches 
—a victory dash unmatched on the 
French beachhead except by the 
courageous assault of the troops 
who fought their way ashore 
June 6. 

It began at noon on. June 14 
when our troops opened their. at- 
tack that drove westward across 
the Cherbourg peninsula to shear 
off the northern part. 

This is a day-by-day account of 
that swift drive: 

June 14-15: While one unit was 
putting pressure on the enemy 
around Montebourg’ on the east- 
ern side of the Cherbourg peninsu- 
la, others opened an attack west- 
ward in the general area of Or- 
glandes. These latter were the 
Ninth and 82d divisions. ; 

All the afternoon of the four- 
teenth and the next day, fighting 
raged across the hedges and green 
fields. The Americans fought :for- 
ward slowly against bitter oppo- 
sition, going from hedge to hedge. 
Late in the day on the fifteenth 
the German opposition began to 
soften under the massed American 
fire. 

June 16: Suddenly the erlemy de- 
fenses cracked south of Orgiandes. 
The doughboys swept forward to 
cross the Douve river at St. Sa- 
veur le Vicomte. 

The enemy was in confusion. 
The bodies of enemy dead were 
strewn in fields and ditches. This 
was the big breakthrough. It de- 
veloped all along the front into a 
rout. The swift American advance 
overran and surprised German 
units. 

ROADS LITTERED 

The roads were littered with 
enemy trucks, tanks, guns, equip- 
ment and clothing in vast disar- 
ray. Prisoners came in by the hun- 
dreds. 

The enemy was cumpletely dis- 
organized, and the doughboys gave 
him no time to recover. 

June 17: At 11 p. m. on Satur- 
day night American troops reach- 
ed the sea, capturing St, 
d’Ourville and Barneville on the 
western coastal road and driving 
a wedge clear across the neck of 
the peninsula, 


June 18: One German division, 
ordered to try to escape to the 
south, attempted to break out of 
the trap. It made a heavy attack, 
which the - Americans beat off 
with massed artillery and mortar 
fire. German dead covered the 
field. Those who remained alive 
began retreating. 

They fell back to the Cherbourg 
line, with the Americans pursuing 
them and giving them ‘no chance 
to recover. 

June 19: Steadily pressing north 
on the western side of the penin- 
sula, the Americans overran Bric- 
quebec and cut another main. lat- 
eral road. 

NAZIS PULL BACK 

June 20: The Germans began 
pulling back on the east side of 
the peninsula and the Americans 
captured Montebourg and . Valog- 
nes, two main towns scuth of 
Cherbourg. 

Montebourg, where the Ger-

They closed an arc of steel around 
the city, broke through the de- 
fenses on the east and west and 
cut the lateral coast roads, com- 
pletely bottling up the Germans 
within Cherbourg. 

June 22: The Americans launch- 
ed an attack by air and land to 
smash through the defenses of 
Fortress Cherbourg. Although the 
land assault was preceded by 
heavy bombing and massed artil- 
lery fire on enemy strong points, 
the infantry met resistance from 
pillboxes and began methodically 
cleaning them out, one by one. 

The migity attack began when 
waves of British and American 
dive-bombers delivered a one-hour 
and 20-minute steady assault on 
the German fortifications. 

Eighty minutes later’ medium 
bombers took up the _ task and 
American artillery opened up and 
battered at the line in thunderous, 
drumming explosions. Behind the 
artillery the doughboys moved up. 
The barrage slowly lifted ahead 
of them. 

This was the great assault to 
crush the last German resistance 
in the sector.
